Connersv ille, Ind., J une 2 9 - 
Offer of Marion K. J emison to 
donate land for the site of the 
proposed new police barracks 
here has been tentativ ely ac­ 
cepted by Donald Stiv er, state di­ 
rector of public safety , it was 
announced today by May or Wil­ 
liam Dentlinger, who with Leroy 
C. Hanby , city attorney , 
con­ 
ferred with Mr. Stiv er relativ e to 
the police barracks situation and 
other matters of interest locally . 
Mr. Stiv er and May or Dent­ 
linger today ex pressed their ap­ 
preciation of the offer of Mr. 
J emison to prov ide the land 
needed for the barracks. 
May or Dentlinger issued the 
following statem ent relativ e to 
Mr. J emison’s offer 
to donate 
the land: 
“ Mr. J emison’s proposed gift is 
especially appreciated because in 
order to procure the state police 
barracks we were required to 
furnish without cost to the State 
of Indiana a building site chosen 
by representativ es of the state 
police board. 
“ While the law would hav e 
permitted us to purchase the site 
with money from the city ’s gen­ 
eral fund we could hot legally 
transfer the title to the State of 
Indiana without cost.
